In a potential break in one of the 
nation’s most baffling missing-chil- 
dren cases, police arrested a for- 
mer convenience-store employee 
after he told police that he suffo- 
cated 6-year-old Etan Patz in 1979 
and left the boy’s body in a box in 
an alley, law enforcement officials 
said Thursday. 

New York Police Commissioner 
Raymond Kelly says Pedro 
Hernandez of Maple Shade, NJ., 
has been arrested in the killing 
of Etan, whose disappearance on 
his way to school helped give rise 
to the nation’s missing-children 
movement and made him one of 
the first abducted youngsters to be 
pictured on a milk carton.

U.S. Poised to Arm Syrian Rebels 


Washington 


As one diplomatic effort after 
another fails to end more than a 
year of brutal violence in Syria, the 
Obama administration is prepar- 
ing a plan that would essentially 
give U.S. nods of approval to arms 
transfers from Arab nations to some 
Syrian opposition fighters. 

US. officials said the effort would 
vet members of the Free Syrian 
Army and other groups to determine 
whether they are suitable recipients 
of munitions to fight the Assad gov- 
ernment and to ensure that weap- 
ons don’t wind up in the hands of 
al-Qaeda-linked terrorists or other 
extremist groups such as Hezbol-

lah that could target Israel. 

The plan, which has not yet been 
finalized, reflects U.S. frustration 
that none of the previous efforts — 
including diplomatic rhetoric from 
the United Nations and the multi- 
national Friends of Syria group, and 
special envoy Kofi Annan’s plan for 
a cease-fire — has even begun to 


nudge President Bashar al-Assad 
from power. The vetting would 
be the first small step the U.S. has 
made toward ensuring that the Syr- 
ian opposition uses the weapons to 
fight Assad. 

While some intelligence ana- 
lysts worry that there may be no 
suitable recipients of lethal aid in 
the Syria conflict, the vetting plan 
has arisen as the least objectionable 
idea in a complicated situation. 

U.S. officials, most of whom 
spoke on condition of anonymi- 
ty, stressed that the U.S., which is 
already providing nonlethal aid to 
Syria’s political opposition, is not 
supplying military assistance to 
Assad’s foes.

Horrific massacres 
on the rise as drug 
fighting intensifies

nal organizations in Mexico are

Appalling Trend 


In the past month in Mexico, two major drug cartels and their allies depos- 
ited 14 headless bodies in front of city hall in the border city of Nuevo Laredo 
and hung nine people, including four women, froma bridge in the same city. 
They also have left 18 dismembered bodies in vans near Lake Chapala, and 
used a dump truck to unload 49 more corpses, missing not only heads but also 
feet and hands, near Monterrey, Mexico's main industrial city. (ap) 


Sinaloa cartel is now fighting the 
brash, young paramilitary Zetas 
crime organization across Mexi- 
co in a desperate fight, according 
to U.S. and Mexican officials and 
security analysts.

Scared Tactics 


One side effect of living in Baltimore is that 

my tolerance level for unusual behavior has 
gone sky-high. That zombielike man stumbling 
in circles down the block? Probably just another 
friendly neighborhood crack addict. That 
screaming chick? She's just greeting passersby 


in her own special way. 


So when I say there was a really 
freaky dude on a Red Line train 
to Silver Spring with me last 
week, I’m saying he was really 
freaky. He boarded my car at 
Union Station and started asking 
people for money. That’s easy to 
deal with — I just buried my face 
deeper into that day’s Express to 
avoid eye contact, and he walked 
on by. But another woman a few 
rows ahead gave him a look that 
he didn’t like at all. 


And that’s when he started 
screaming. He also violently struck 
the walls of the car, and grabbed 
ads and ripped them to shreds. As 
we pulled into the NoMa-Gallaudet 
U station, everyone sitting around 
me gathered their things and got 
the heck out of there. A bunch of 
us entered the next car back, and 
I went straight for the emergency 
intercom button to report the 
incident. The driver held on the 
platform briefly, and security came

and got the guy off the train. 

While we waited, and everyone 
stared through the doors at what 
was happening, a woman mentioned 
the guy had been terrorizing 
passengers on this car a stop earlier. 
But no one had thought to alert the 
driver, which makes me think it’s 
time for a quick refresher course on 
public transit safety. 

Metro Police deputy chief Ron 
Pavlik says everybody’s danger 
threshold varies, and 
a situation can seem 
very different during 
morning rush than 
at 2 in the morning, 
or if you’re among 
a group of guys 
rather than a woman 
traveling alone. “But 
ifthe hairs stand up 
on the back of your neck,” he says, 
“call us.” 

You can do that by hitting the 
intercom, as I did. An indicator 
light will tell the driver exactly 
where you are on the train and 
he or she can notify police to be 
waiting when you arrive at the 
next stop. (Because it’s difficult 
to do discreetly, Pavlik generally 
discourages calling when you’re 
in earshot of the individual you’re 
reporting. “Why put yourself in 
harm’s way? But if someone’s being 
assaulted, you have nothing to 
lose,” he says.) 

Another option is calling 
Metro Transit Police directly, and 
Pavlik recommends programming 
the number (202-962-2121) into 
your phone so youre ready just 
in case. It’s not that dialing 911 
is wrong, but the dispatcher will 
often turn the call over to Metro, 
so it’s generally faster to skip the 
middleman. 

Either method is bound to be 
more effective than simply hoping 
the scary, unstable guy just goes 
away.

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Councilmember uses

Washington 
D.C. Councilmember Marion 
Barry on Thursday stepped up his 
campaign to mend relations with 
Asians, apologizing again for dis- 
paraging remarks he made about 
Koreans and Filipinos, and pledg- 
ing to work to improve ties between 
them and African Americans.

Americans repeated complaints 
about the way Koreans maintain 
carryout shops. 

Representatives of the Korean, 
Filipino, Chinese and Japanese com- 
munities attended the meeting at a 
Baptist church in Southeast. 

Atanews conference, Barry and 
several Asian American leaders 
said the dialogue is an important 
step toward defusing long-stand- 
ing tension between blacks and 
Asians. Asked about the underlying 
sources of the conflict, Barry said 
the United States “has had racial 
tensions since was it founded.” 

“The Irish caught hell, the Jews 
caught hell, the Polacks caught 
hell,” Barry said, invoking a word 
that Polish people have viewed as

A few weeks later, Barry offend- 
ed Filipinos when he pointed out 
that a growing number of nurses 
are “immigrants” from the Phil- 
ippines, and said, “Let’s grow our 
own teachers, let’s grow our own 
nurses, and so that we don’t have 
to go scrounging in our communi- 
ty clinics and other kinds of plac- 
es, having to hire people from 
somewhere else.”

Second Guilty Plea Amid 
Probe of Gray Campaign 


Washington 


A campaign aide to Mayor Vin- 
cent C. Gray on Thursday became 
the second person to tell a federal 
judge that he helped secretly pay a 
fringe mayoral candidate in 2010 
to level verbal attacks. 

Appearing in U.S. District Court 
in the District, Howard L. Brooks 
admitted he gave money orders to 
the candidate, Sulaimon Brown, who 
first claimed last year he accepted 
money and a job offer to harangue 
former mayor Adrian M. Fenty in 
campaign forums. 

Brooks, 64, pleaded guilty to one 
count of making false statements to 
federal investigators who were prob- 
ing Brown’s claims. Under sentenc- 
ing guidelines agreed to by prose- 
cutors, Brooks faces up to five years 
in prison but will be eligible for a 
sentence of probation only. 


People familiar with the inves- 
tigation but not authorized to 
comment publicly confirmed that 
Brooks has cooperated with investi- 
gators, including wearing a record- 
ing device to capture conversations 
with Gore.

Moss Seeks to Regain Old Form 


When he looked back on one of 
the most disappointing seasons of 
his 11-year career, Redskins wide 
receiver Santana Moss knew some- 
thing had to change. 

Ayear after recording a career- 
high 93 catches for 1,115 yards 
and six touchdowns, Moss in 2011 
missed four games with a broken 
hand, lacked his usual effective- 
ness when he returned midway 
through the season and never got 
back on track. He ended the year 
with only 46 catches for 585 yards 
and four touchdowns — his lowest 
output in nine seasons.

says Golleher. Many apartments 
come with basic light fixtures that 
are a standard size, making it easy 
to swap them out for same-sized 
fixtures from a hardware store 
or Ikea. 

“T-ve often switched out to track 
lighting or some fixture that would 
allow you to adjust some of the 
lighting,” says Patrick. Check with 
an electrician if things get tricky, 
and save the old fixture so you can 
put it back up before you move. 

Next, think about the walls. 
Painting walls is a tricky issue for 
renters: Many buildings forbid any 
painting, or otherwise make the 
tenant repaint the wall its original 
color before moving out. 

Check with the landlord about 
the building’s policies. “Typically, if 
it’s a light enough color where they 
can cover it in one coat, they don’t 
have an issue,” advises Patrick. 

There are plenty of other ways to 
add color. When a friend of Patrick’s 
was not allowed to paint, he bought 
three large canvases (each about 
3 feet by 4 feet), painted them the 
same color and hung them side- 
by-side along the wall. He hung 
artwork on top by nailing picture 
wire into the frames. 

“You're giving that shot of color 
and adding that warmth, but it isn’t 
permanent,” says Patrick. Another 
plus: You can take the canvases to 
your next place and repaint them 
a new color. 

For a bold look with similarly 
low commitment, check out 
temporary wallpaper or wall decals. 
They’re essentially huge stickers for

your wall that peel off easily if the 
paint underneath is an eggshell or 
satin finish. (Many manufacturers 
do not recommend them for use on 
matte finishes.) 

For a cozier look, hang draperies 
along an entire wall — with or 
without windows. It’s a favorite 
technique of New York-based 
designer Libby Langdon, the author 
of Libby Langdon’s Small Space 
Solutions (Libbylangdon.com). 


To hang the drapes securely, 
Langdon swears by 3M Command 
strips, which come in a variety of 
sizes and leave no marks when 
removed. The large sizes are big 
enough to hold up a drapery rod. 
“You can use these big 3M hooks 
that are meant for a bathrobe 
or something, and you just set 
your drapery rod in the hooks,” 
she says. 

Of course, you can also use 


curtains on windows. “Oftentimes 
yowre stuck with either vertical 
blinds or miniblinds,” says Patrick. 
He recommends adding draperies 
to add softness, color or pattern to 
your room. 

Whether you’re buying draperies 
or furniture, if you’re renting, you 
need to think about how you'll use 
the item in your next place. 

The couch from Golleher’s 
previous apartment wouldn’t even 
fit down the stairs of her current 
English basement. She replaced it 
with a sectional couch from Ikea 
that had the perk of arriving in 
small boxes. Because it’s a sectional, 
she can reconfigure it to fit into 
her next place. 

“T can take the chaise off and 
move the arm over and make it a

out Friday, is “it’s a romantic comedy 
about the invention of the vibrator.”

Tommy Lee Jones 
and WILL Smith return 
to ‘Men in Black,’ but 
the reunion isn't ideal 


Film Review 


First, the good news. There are a 
couple of real pleasures in “Men in 
Black II,” the third installment of 
the sci-fi adventure-comedy series 
about cops policing a shadow world 
of aliens living among us. The most 
satisfying is the setup itself. 

Ina time-travel scenario, Agent 
J (Will Smith) must go back to 1969 
to prevent the murder of his part- 
ner, Agent K (Tommy Lee Jones), 


by another interloper in the space- 
time continuum, an escaped con- 
vict named Boris the Animal who 
was once locked up by Agent K. 
Boris is played by an unrecogniz- 
able Jemaine Clement (“The Flight 
of the Conchords”) and a pile of 
CGl effects. Agent K’s younger self 
is played by Josh Brolin, who uses 
some old-fashioned acting to cre- 
ate an uncanny — and pretty funny 
— personification of Jones’ lacon- 
ic, squinty-eyed K. 

But the best thing about the 
setup — which conveniently coin- 
cides with the Apollo 11 moon 
launch, a key plot point — is that it 
affords the film an opportunity to 
make fun of the 60s, which it does

Not everything in the film 
works, though. 

Until Agent J “time jumps” into 
the past — a trick that entails him 
literally leaping off the Chrysler 
Building — the movie feels flat- 
footed and lazy, reprising old jokes 
and sight gags from the two ear- 
lier films. It simply takes too long 
for things to get going. 

And Agent J’s plunge (repeat- 
ed late in the film, from the top of 
rocket scaffolding) looks too obvi- 
ously like a green-screen effect. 

Adding to the list of misfires is 
Emma Thompson as Agent O, who 
replaces Rip Torn as the head of the 
M.LB. agency. Seemingly intended 
to add spice as Agent K’s is-she-or- 
isn’t-she love interest, the actress 
is hopelessly wasted. 

Finally, there’s the tone. In earli- 
er incarnations, the “Men in Black” 
franchise struck a happy balance 
between sly humor and slimy alien 
action.

‘Hatfields & McCoys’ 


fights a losing battle 


Here’s a pop quiz most TV 
zombies can’t pass: Which 
one was Hatfield and 
which one was McCoy? Who lived 
in Kentucky and who lived in West 
Virginia? How long did their feud 
last and what finally ended it? And 
here’s the essay portion: What were 
they so mad about, anyhow? 

Most of us learned what we know 
about the Hatfields and the McCoys 
from an old Bugs Bunny cartoon, 
but the Hatfield vs. McCoy metaphor 
remains permanently with us 125 
years later. The words “Hatfield and 


McCoy” handily depict any two citi- 
zens whose insurmountable discord 
leaves the bounds of civility. 

After the Civil War, the per- 
sonal animosity between William 
Anderson “Devil Anse” Hatfield 
and Randolph McCoy fanned out 
to their respective kin and escalat- 
ed to a bloody and violent degree 
over a two-decade span, claiming 
a dozen lives, attracting nation- 
al press attention, and darn near 
sparking an Appalachian mini-war 
between the two states. 

The History channel wades right 
into the thick of Tug Fork next week 
with its miniseries “Hatfields & 
McCoys,” airing Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights. It’s a lush- 
ly produced but ultimately dull dra- 
matic version of the story.

ton are promising choices as co- 
stars, but that promise soon dis- 
sipates as the first episode begins 
to drag and you realize you’ve got 
many more hours to go. Surely Hat- 
field (Costner) and McCoy (Pax- 
ton) were more interesting than 
the stilted dialogue “Hatfields & 
McCoys” imagines for them and 
their families. Costner and Paxton 
give the movie their full powers of 
presence, but the roles just aren’t 
meaty enough; there’s no character 
depth or thematic takeaway. 

The point of the entire saga, it 
seems, is to make you lose track of 
what the feudin’ was about, and 
how it managed to burn out of 
control. It will always be tempt- 
ing to view their story through any 
modern analogy of one’s choos- 
ing — such as partisan political 
stalemates or the red-blue socio- 
economic divide. 

But maybe the story of the 
Hatfields and McCoys doesn’t 
amount to anything at all. Maybe, 
since it also doesn’t make much 
of a miniseries, it was meant to 
be a footnote and nothing more.

Set in Victorian England, the loose- 
ly fact-based “Hysteria” is billed as 
the story of the invention of the elec- 
tric vibrator. And it is that. Physician 
Mortimer Granville (Hugh Dancy) 
really did invent the now-famous 
device, and it really was once used as 
a therapeutic treatment for a num- 
ber of maladies that were imagined 
to be caused by a malfunctioning 
of the female anatomy. 

But the film is no documen- 
tary. 

The “O” word itselfis never men- 
tioned. The cries of delight, expres- 
sions of ecstasy and rapturous phys- 


ical convulsions that Granville’s 
patients undergo after he begins an 
apprenticeship with Robert Dalrym- 
ple Jonathan Pryce) — a physician 
who specializes in treating hysteria 
via manual massage — are referred 
to throughout the film as “parox- 
ysms.” In an age of medical leech- 


es, it was thought impossible for a 
woman to experience sexual plea- 
sure without penetration. 

Dalrymple’s feisty and intelli- 
gent daughter Charlotte (Maggie 
Gyllenhaal), however, thinks oth- 
erwise. She’s the most interesting 
thing about “Hysteria.”

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BATTLESHIP (PG-13, 131 minutes) 
Battleship — Hasbro's venerable game 
of naval strategy in which players use a 
combination of guesswork and logic to 
deduce the location of their opponents’ 
ships —isn’t exactly known for its thrill- 
a-minute narrative complexity.

“Battleship” is an invigorating blast of 
cinematic adrenaline.

— including a plot twist that manages 
to brilliantly incorporate the game's es- 
sential DNA of blindly shooting at invisible 
targets. It’s the action that propels this 
fleet film forward. Like its naval name- 
sake, “Battleship” may be bulky, long and 
overblown, but whenit gets in the water 
it’s as nimble asa speedboat. Sure, it may 
be beset by a fewcliches, butit manages 
to outmaneuver them allLin the end. M.o. 
THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
(PG-13, 122 minutes) A blandly middling 
crowd-pleaser, this film follows a group 
of seven English retirees who have taken 
up residence in a seedy Indian boarding 
house. The entertainment is directly pro- 
portional to the appeal of each character. 
At the delightful end of the spectrum 
is Judi Dench’s Evelyn, a recent widow 
whose Loneliness and hard-won wisdomis 
rendered in anaffectingly nuanced perfor- 
mance.

strident, one-note caricature. Some view- 
ers may respond to the film's message 
that it’s never too Late for love. Others 
may groan at its reliance on paleolithic 
vaudeville humor. Colonialist stereotypes 
also abound: Indiais dirty and inefficient, 
and the food will give you the runs. M.o. 
THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min- 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods” comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 
on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use. 
The opening scenes are when viewers 
meet the principal players, who hew 
telegenically to horror-movie conven- 
tions. When they all pile into an RV and 
head for one of their cousin's new place 
onarural lake, carnage is sure to ensue. 
As a playful departure from the torture 
porn that it obliquely Llampoons, “The 
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Cabin in the Woods” marks a welcome 
return of cheap thrills and simple bump- 
in-the-night frights, with some stinging 
self-critical commentary on the side. A.H. 
CHIMPANZEE (G, 82 minutes) “Chimpan- 
zee,” the follow-up feature to Alastair 
Fothergill and Mark Linfield’s “Earth,” 
is one part “Wild Kingdom” and one part 
wacky-talking-animal tale. As narrated 
by Tim Allen, the chimps at the center 
of “Chimpanzee” appear to think out 
loud as they forage for food, groom and 
play with one another and sleep in the 
Ivory Coast. Throughout the film, which 
revolves around the adventures of an 
adorable baby chimp that the filmmakers 
have nicknamed Oscar, Allen doesn'tjust 
describe the action but also gives voice 
to Oscar'sinnermost thoughts. Although 
rated G, “Chimpanzee” features scenes 
of rival chimpanzee packs attacking 
each other. Some sequences are intense 
and frightening. And what happens to 
Oscar is genuinely, if only momentarily, 
sad. But nature is messy, and “Chim- 
panzee” doesn't shrink from that. M.o. 
DARK SHADOWS (PG-13, 112 minutes) 
Tim Burton's retread of the 1970s daytime 
goth-opera— starring Johnny Depp—is 
depressing on myriad levels. It doesn't 
know where it wants to dwell: in the eerie, 
subversive penumbra suggested by its 
title or in playful, go-for-broke camp. 
Depp once again plumbs his vocal depths 
tocomeup witha sonorously memorable 
voice for Barnabas, beginning witha 
narrated preamble explaining how the 
Collins family settled in Maine, made a 


fortune in fishing, built a soaring manor 
of Collinwood and suffered tragedy at 
the hands of a witchy servant girl named 
Angelique. The ribald humor that runs 
through “Dark Shadows” will most likely 
go over the heads of the youngsters to 
whom the rest of the movie is presum- 
ably aimed. But surely no one, regardless 
of age, will buy the third-act twist that 
occurs inthe middle of the mayhem that 
Angelique brings down on Collinwood. A.H. 
THE DICTATOR (R, 83 minutes) “In 
loving memory of Kim Jong-Il,” reads 
an epigraph at the beginning of Sacha 
Baron Cohen's latest send-up of political 
manners and American exceptionalism. 
It's true that the character Cohen plays, 
an aggressively bearded tyrant named 
Admiral General Aladeen who has ruled 
the North African country of Wadiya 
since he was 7, embodies all of the ab- 
surdities of despotic power, including its 
preening vanity and chronic insecurity. 
As portrayed by Cohen, the egotistical, 
belligerent Aladeen bumbles through ev- 
erything — from sexual encounters with 
paid starlets to the executions he orders 
for the most innocuous perceived slight 
— like Uday, Qusay, Larry, Moe and Curly 
combined. (He describes himself as the 
lastina longline of now-fallen dictators: 
“Kim, Gaddafi, Saddam, Cheney.”) Even 
amid the hit-and-miss broadsides and 
laugh-free longueurs that make up most 
of “The Dictator,” Cohen's acute hypocrisy 
detector keeps on ticking, if barely. A.H. 
THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT (R, 124 
minutes) A running sight gag has Jason 


Segel dressedina pink bunny suit, which 
his character, Tom, wore to the New 
Year's Eve party where he met Violet 
(Emily Blunt). She's dressed as Princess 
Di, and it’s no wonder that the two hit it 
off. One year Later, Tom proposes to Violet 
in one of the cutest marry-me sequences 
staged in recent movie history. The film 
hits a speed bump right when Tom and 
Violet do, after they move to Michigan. 
Tom can't find ajob and winds up making 
sandwiches; Violet comes under the sway 
of a flashy psych professor, and the two 
begin to grow apart. Because it’s so will- 
ing to drill down into Tom's and Violet's 
misery, “The Five-Year Engagement” in- 
volves ahigher grim-to-grin ratio than its 
fluffier brethren. But even atits darkest 
and weirdest, the film seems intent on 
being as sweet asitis brutally honest. A.H. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PG-13, 142 min- 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne 
Collins’ floridly postapocalyptic future, 
are subjected to an annual ritual wherein 
they murder one another as part of a 
nationwide reality show. That perverse 
dystopia is brought faithfully, if unspec- 
tacularly, to life by director Gary Ross. If 
the series’ legions of fans miss a detail 
here or a subplot there, they'll still rec- 
ognize its bones and sinew, especially in 
Jennifer Lawrence's eagle-eyed heroine, 
Katniss Everdeen. Lawrenceis never less 
than grounded and believable as a young 
woman forced by circumstance to as-

THELUCKY ONE (PG-13, 101 minutes) Can 
a drama be too restrained? “The Lucky 
One,” adapted from a Nicholas Sparks 
novel, stars Zac Efroninasudsy romantic 
melodrama. All great romances hinge on 
two things: keeping the principals apart 
and getting them together. Whenacon- 
clusion is as foregone as the one in “The 
Lucky One,” the first part of the equation 
becomes nothing but contrivance and 
ginned-up conflict.

MARVEL'S THE AVENGERS (PG-13, 143 
minutes) There were ripples of anticipa- 
tion when Marvel Enterprises announced 
that Joss Whedon would direct “Marvel's 
The Avengers,” the comic-book movie 
to end all comic-book movies. The fan- 
boys wondered: What's his play? “The 
Avengers” has been executed with all the 
reverence the superfans demand. The 
performances are so welL-pitched that it's 
tempting to overpraise the good but not 
great movie that surrounds them. Whe- 
don seems to have tamped down his in- 
stincts to play up irony and camp. Instead, 


he focuses on simply making the charac- 
ters legible and the story easy to follow. 
Bidding goodbye to at least one beloved 
character and saying hello to another 
in a tantalizing closing-credits hint, he 
leaves us wanting more—which, for now 
at least, is undoubtedly the right play. A.H. 
THE PIRATES! BAND OF MISFITS (PG, 
90 minutes) The charmingly goofy animat- 
ed feature showcases characters known 
only as the Pirate Captain, the Pirate With 
Gout, the Albino Pirate, etc. “The Pirates!” 
is built around the premise of areality-T V- 
style contest between the Pirate Captain 
and three other blackguards: Black Bel- 
lamy, Cutlass Liz and Peg Leg Hastings. 
In his search for ships filled with booty, 
the Pirate Captain accidentally sacks the 
HMS Beagle, the research ship of Charles 
Darwin (voiced by David Tennant), leading 
to amore landlocked, and delightfully 
ludicrous, adventure. As with Aardman's 
“Wallace and Gromit” films, there's a 
sardonic animal sidekick. Perhaps, by 
the second “Pirates!” film, there will be 
a character as beloved as Gromit.

THE RAVEN (R, 111 minutes) See the 
right promotional photo of John Cusack 
playing Edgar Allan Poe in “The Raven” 
and it briefly looks like a good idea, but 
then Edgar Allan Poe walks into a bar 
and starts talking. Nothing in the ac- 
tor’s cadence or attitude suggests the 
story's 1849 setting. “The Raven” seems 
content to steal a famous figure’s name 
and leave any stabs at authenticity to the 
set and costume designers.

SAFE (R, 94 minutes) In 2011, more than 
500 people were slain in New York City. 
“Safe,” the latest Jason Statham stab- 
and-shoot-’em-up, rivals that toll in 
barely 90 minutes. There's a backstory 
to this, and it’s actually sort of witty. But 
that can't be discussed, because it would 
reveal too much about Luke, the killing 
machine Statham plays here. There's not 
much else that's unconventional about 
“Safe.” The actor usually plays terse Lon- 
ers, yet they're always the kind of guys 
who pick up strays. So it’s no surprise 
when Luke rescues 11-year-old Mei, a 
math prodigy transported by gangsters 
from China to Chinatown because of her 
photographic recall of numbers.

As if to salute the summer 
silly movie season now 
upon us, Animal Planet 
offers the speculative documentary

This apparently is true. Not so 
certain are the creatures that may 
have accompanied them — strange 
mammals seen by two boys who 
described them to neighbors and 
authorities until they were pressured 
by the government to recant! 
After establishing the Navy asa 
bunch of whale-killing bad guys, the 
film pivots into a speculative look 
at man’s long evolutionary hiatus 
spent underwater and the notion 
that man- or womanlike sea mam- 
mals still dwell in the depths. 
“Mermaids” may not convince 
you of deep-water maidens. But it 
offers a grab-bag of tabloid-genre 
tricks, including “found” footage, 
talking-head “experts,” frequent re- 
enactments and the blurry image 
and garbled voice of a “witness” 
too frightened to come forward.
